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Editorial Note 


Indian Constitution directs the State to provide free and compulsory education for all 
children upto the age of 14. This goal has been pursued by the country for nearly six 
decades through successive development plans. The last two decades have 
witnessed significant improvements in children's participation in schooling, 
accompanied by substantial increase in investments. The recent effort to raise 
resources for the sector through imposition of an education cess is major effort in 
that direction. Even though school education has traditionally remained a subject for 
action by State Governments, Government of India has, during the last two decades 
following the National Policy on Education – 1986, begun to play a leading role. This 
culminated in the launching of the national programme of Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan in 
2001. Despite all these efforts, the final goal of providing quality education for all has 
eluded the country. 


Urgency of reaching the goal has been heightened in recent years due to several 
national and international developments, including commitments made under the 
Dakar Framework for Action for providing quality Education for All by 2015, which not 
only covers primary education but also focus on literacy goals, gender equality and 
quality concerns. The Dakar Framework of Action listed the following six specific 
goals to be achieved by all countries. 


1. Expanding and improving comprehensive early childhood care and education, 
especially for the most vulnerable and disadvantaged children. 

2. Ensuring that by 2015 all children, particularly girls, children in difficult 
circumstances and those belonging to ethnic minorities, have access to and 
complete free and compulsory primary education of good quality. 

3. Ensuring that the learning needs of all young people and adults are met 
through equitable access to appropriate learning and life skills programmes. 

4. Achieving a 50 per cent improvement in levels of adult literary by 2015, 
especially for women, and equitable access to basic and continuing education 
for all adults. 

5. Eliminating gender disparities in primary and secondary education by 2005, 
and achieving gender equality in education by 2015, with a focus on ensuring 
girls’ full and equal access to and achievement in basic education of good 
quality. 

6. Improving every aspect of the quality of education, and ensuring their 
excellence so that recognized and measurable learning outcomes are 
achieved by all, especially in literacy, numeracy and essential life skills.

The National Plan of Action for Education for All (2002) in India reflects this sense of 
urgency felt within the country by proposing to reach the targets much ahead of the 
international dateline. At the national level, the Constitutional Amendment in 2002 
declaring education in the age group 6-14 which corresponds to the elementary 
education stage of schooling a fundamental right has brought the issue of universal 
elementary education (UEE) to the centre stage of public discourse. The country is in 
the process of drawing up the legislation for effective implementation of the right for 
translating the constitutional provision into reality. With the progress made in recent 
years the goal seems to be achievable by the international time frame of 2015. But 
this requires systematic assessment of the various goals the present exercise is one 
such effort. 


UNESCO has been bringing out annual review of the progress made in moving 
towards the goal of EFA through the Global Monitoring Report. These assessments 
do not reflect an encouraging picture of the Indian scene. This is an issue of serious 
concern for the national leadership as one sixth of the world population lives in India. 
With around 65% adult literacy rate, there are more around 350 million adult 
illiterates in the country. This should not be taken to imply that no efforts are being 
made to meet the challenge of EFA. Besides, the national averages do not fully 
reflect the diverse reality characterizing educational progress in India. In fact, it is 
paradoxical that while certain pockets of the country are emerging as the 
international hub for creating a knowledge society, certain other regions and sections 
of the population continue to be deprived of even basic education. It is clear that in 
pursuing EFA goals, not all states and regions of the country are in the same league. 
The variety is too wide to draw any generalization. While some states have made 
remarkable progress in education, practically eradicating illiteracy and achieving 
near universal participation of children in elementary education, several other states 
continue to remain far from the final goal. What is needed to progress faster in 
moving towards the 2015 EFA deadline in all parts of the country? This obviously 
demands an analytical exercise - goal wise as well as statewise. 


It is with this objective in view that the present exercise was taken up to make an 
independent assessment of the progress achieved in different states and with 
respect to different EFA goals. The present series of papers constitute the outcome 
of such а comprehensive exercise carried out by independent experts, in 
collaboration with Central and State Governments. The main purpose of the exercise 
is to place before policy makers, planners and the civil society as a whole an 
analytical picture of the progress made towards EFA goals and the challenges ahead 
for reaching the goals in a realistic fashion. 
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The exercise consisted of three parts. The first part consisted of presenting an 
overview of progress in the country with respect to six goals highlighted in the Dakar 
Declaration. This was largely based on the technical guidelines for assessment 
prepared by UNESCO. A national report entitled “Education for All Mid-Decade 
Assessment: Reaching the Unreached” has been prepared and published jointly by 
NUEPA and Government of India. 


The Second Part consists of a series of nine thematic review papers dealing with 
different dimensions of ‘Education for All’ keeping in view the Indian context and 
priorities. These include: (i) Early Childhood Care and Education; (ii) Universal 
Elementary Education; (iii) Adult Education; (iv) Towards Gender Equality in 
Education; (v) Education of Adolescents and Young Adults; (vi) Quality of Education; 
(vii) teacher and teacher education; (viii) Management Strategies for EFA and (ix) 
Financing of EFA. Each of these papers has been prepared by an expert or experts 
in the respective area. The papers were reviewed by another independent expert 
and revised based on the observations. 


The third part consists of analytical papers covering all states of India. Each thematic 
review as well as state-specific analytical review was prepared by an established 
expert in the respective area/state in close collaboration with national and state 
governments. The state level reviews are prepared on lines similar to what was 
followed for preparing the national review. Each of them deals with comprehensively 
on all six goals of EFA specified in the Dakar Declaration. 


This elaborate exercise of assessing the progress in EFA should be viewed in the 
context of repeated assertions by the UNESCO Global Monitoring Report on EFA 
that Indian is at the risk of not making the global targets with respect to several EFA 
goals. The findings of the review clearly points out that the situation across the 
country is very diverse. While some States have registered fast progress on all 
fronts, some others continue to lag behind. Also in general, access to schooling has 
improved every where even though much remains to be done with respect to other 
goals of EFA. It is hoped that the various volumes brought out through the exercise 
would together present a realistic analysis and a disaggregated picture of the 
Education for All process and achievements in the country.

The other Departments like Backward 
Class Welfare are concentrating on 
augmenting education facilities for 
SC/ST by setting up hostels and 
providing scholarships апа stipends. 
The Mass Education Department of 
Government of West Bengal is looking 
after the literacy component of the 


Education for All goals. It is running 
Continuing Education Programme in 17 
of the districts of the State with special 
focus on female literacy. 


The aspect of education of youth and 
adolescents is collectively being 
covered by the Higher Education 
Department and the Department of 
Technical Education and Training in 
West Bengal. A commendable progress 
has been achieved in this field. 


The Early Childhood Care and 
Education is largely being covered by 
the Department of Women and Child 
Development and Social Welfare, 
though some of the targeted children 
are coming to primary schools for 
education. 


The State of West Bengal has made 
rapid strides in early childhood care and 


education, literacy, gender parity, 
universialisation of elementary 
education and education for 


adolescents and young, besides, at the 
same time, maintaining quality іп 
education. While the literacy levels have 
improved from 1991 to 2001 by 11%, 
the growth is much more in female 
literacy, which, has improved by more 
than 20% in two districts and by more 
than 15% in five districts. 
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At the same time the coverage of school 
going children has increased over the 
years, also the infrastructure has 
improved considerably with rapid 
transformation through pucca buildings, 
separate toilets for boys and girls, 
drinking water facilities and ramps with 
handrail. The overall development of 
infrastructure has resolved the retention 
rate of students at elementary and 
higher education levels. At the same 
time, focus on Scheduled castes, 
scheduled tribes and minority groups 
has led to quantitative and qualitative 


improvement in standards of education 
for these groups.

improvement of health 
indicators like Infant Mortality rate in the 
state. The improvement in sex ratio of 
West Bengal, while other states are 
struggling to control the decline, speaks 
about the socio-economic development 
within the state. The enrolment of girls is 
higher than that of boys at the Pre- 
School and almost similar in 
schools, indicating that the gender gap 
in education is almost non-existent.

The population of West Bengal as per 
2001 census was 80221171. Of these 
males were 41487694 and females 
were 38733477. The population density 
was 904 people per sq. km and sex 
ratio improved to 934. [See Table 2.1 
below and Table 1 in Annex I] 


In West Bengal, children and youth are 
a major force, as persons below age of 
25 years constituted 52.3% of Bengal's 


population in 2005. Likely projection for 
2006 was 48.896. Hence, the youth and 
children account for about 5096 of West 
Bengal's population. Age group 25 to 59 
years accounted for 41.1% in 2005 and 
for 2006 it was projected to be 44.6%. 
Age group 60 and above in 2001 was 
6.6% and it was projected to be 7.4% in 
2006.

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The state of West Bengal is a middle- 
income state ranked ninth among the 
fifteen major states both in terms of per 
capita income (SDP) and per capita 
consumption expenditure. In 2000-2001, 
the per capita SDP was Rs.16072 and 
mean consumption per month was 
Rs.569. While SDP of West Bengal was 
below national average in the 1960s 
and 1970s, it has increased and is 
above national average now. 


The occupation pattern in West Bengal 
also changed in the decade’s from1991 
to 2001 in favour of the non-agricultural 
workers. While the number of cultivators 
went down from 38.4% in 1991 to 
25.4% in 2001, the % of non-agricultural 
workers increased from 29.3% in 1991 
to 41.6% in 2001; 
labourers proportion 
remaining almost similar from 32.3% in 
1991 to 33% in 2001.

In districts with high literacy rates the 
proportion of cultivators to 
agricultural workers is quite low. In 
North 24 Parganas, the non-agricultural 
workers were 50.596 and cultivators 
were 2196 in 2001, the rest being 
agricultural labour. In Howrah the 
cultivators were only 9.9% and non- 


non- 


agricultural workers were 70.596 in 
2001, the rest being agricultural 
labour. 


In urban workforce, the share of the 
Secondary sector went down while that 
of the tertiary sector increased. This is 
in line with trends all over urban India 
and indeed all over the world. Within 
services, which accounted for more than 
63% of urban employment in 1999- 
2000, the biggest increase in share has 
been in the sub-sector trade, hotel and 
restaurants. This sub-sector increased 
its share of total urban employment from 
17% in 1981 to 26% in 2001. 
Migrant labour 5 а substantial 
proportion of the urban workforce in the 
state. There are three broad streams of 
migration into urban areas of West 
Bengal: from rural areas of the state; 
from other states within the country 
(typically Bihar, Orissa апа Uttar 
Pradesh); and from neighboring 
countries (typically Bangladesh and 
Nepal). Data for 2001 indicate that only 
53% of factory workers and 83% of non- 
factory and commercial establishment 
workers originated within the State. 
These migrant populations contribute a 
large proportion of the Out-of-School 
and hard-to-reach children for education 
purposes. Apart from urban migration, 
there is rural migration within districts of 
West Bengal. Agricultural labour migrate 
less fertile areas of Bankura, 
Purulia and Medinipur to Hooghly and 
Burdwan during harvesting and sowing 
seasons.

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In socio-economic development, West 
Bengal is the leader so far as land 
reforms are concerned. The West 
Bengal Estate Acquisition Act 1953 and 
the West Bengal Land Reforms Act 
1955 were effectively used in 1960s to 
vest huge land holding above the ceiling 
limit and lands were 
distributed. Under Operation Barga, the 
share-cropper's right to tenancy on land 
was recognized and more than 16.82 
lakh bargadars were recorded from

Actions (Other than SSA) 


Major state level initiatives in the field of 
education include the drive taken by 
Backward Classes Welfare Department 
since 2002-03 to open five Eklavya 
Vidalayas for Tribal students from 
Classes VI to XII covering 1500 
students. The BCW Department of West 
Bengal also runs 279 Ashram Hostels in 
the state to provide food and lodging to 
needy and poor SC/ST students. The 
BCW Department also runs 51 students’ 
hostels for residential accommodation 
and food and lodging for SC/ST OBC 
students. 


The Backward Classes Department 
provides Book Grant and Examination 
fees for SC and ST students of Classes 
V to X in Government and Government 
aided Schools. To this end the BCW 
Department of Government of West 
Bengal spent Rs. 511 lakhs for 5,11,020 
SC students and Rs. 110 lakhs for 
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4,10,020 ST students from 2002-03 to 
2004-05 under this scheme. 


Apart from this, since 1999-2000 the 
scheme of stipend to Meritorious Muslim 
students is being given by WB 
Minorities Development and Finance 
Corporation to encourage meritorious 
Muslim students to undertake higher 
education. The expenditure on this 
count was Rs. 22 lakhs in 2004-2005. 


There is also a scheme of Muslim Girls' 
Hostels for enabling higher education of 
girls and in 2004-2005, Rs. 60 lakhs 


were spent under it. So far 8 hostels 
have been completed and 2 are near 
completion. 


The Department of Women and Child 
and Social Welfare 
arranges vocational training for destitute 
women.

EARLY CHILDHOOD CARE AND EDUCATION 


In West Integrated Child 
Development Scheme (ICDS) is the 
main component of Early Childhood 


Bengal, 


Care and Education, since 1975, on the 
all-India pattern. West Bengal has 
54547 Anganwadi Kendras (AWCs) or 
ICDS centres imparting pre-school 
education to 813696 Boys and 828059 
girls. 


Coverage under ICDS 


Non-Formal pre-school education to 3-6 
years age group children for total 
development of child is provided 
through the AWCs under ICDS. During 
2005-06, 54547 AWCs were 
functioning and 1641755 children 
(813696 boys and 828059 girls) of 3-6 
years age group were getting pre-school

There are 75 ICDS projects in urban 
areas of West Bengal and 294 projects 
in rural areas. There are 47 projects for 
tribal children (The number of AWCs 


sanctioned in urban areas is 7696 and 
in rural areas it is 56773. The number is 
9411 in case of tribal areas). 


Projection for Coverage during Next 
Five Years 


The projection during next five years is 
to cover all children in age group 3 to 6 
years under fold of Early Childhood 
Care and Education and ensure 10096 
immunization. Infant Mortality Rate is to 
be reduced to 21 per 1000 by 2010. 


Policy of the Government with 
Respect to Providing Pre-School 
Children 


The policy of the Government of West 
Bengal is to continue extension of ICDS 
centres to regions as yet uncovered so 
that children out of ECCE can be 
provided with ECCE. However, at the 
same time, ICDS centres should not be 
the compulsory centres because in case 
a child below 6 years comes to a

primary school, the child should not be 
refused education and care as children 
of five years are also admitted to class | 
in schools in West Bengal.

Management of pre-school programmes 
by the Government as well as NGOs 
and private sector is prevailing now. 
Most of the ICDS centres are run by 
State Government or local bodies. 
However, a small number of projects 


are run by NGOs also. 


Apart from the formal ICDS centres in 
urban areas, there are a lot of Pre- 
School learning centres that have been 
developed by private initiative. They 
work as play schools апа сгесһев. 
Since 


in West Bengal, opening a 


primary or pre-primary school ог 
Montessori does not require a license, 
so urban cities like Kolkata, Siliguri, 
Asansole, Durgapur and other major 
district towns and Municipalities have a 
large number of pre-primary schools or 
centres for pre-school education. 
Knowing the exact number is difficult 
since they are not registered because 
there is no system of registration. Now 
this trend is also growing in rural areas, 


near towns and cities. 


The population of 4-6 years in West 
Bengal is estimated to be 48 lakhs and 
coverage under ICDS is 16.41 lakhs. 
Nearly one third is the coverage of 
children under ICDS but a reasonable 
number of children also attend school 
because in West Bengal, the age of 
entry at Primary school is 5 years. 
Projections for Next Five Years with 
Approximate Proportion of 
Government, NGO and Private Sector 
Participation 


In the next five years, all children 
outside the coverage are to be covered 
and role of NGOs and Private sector 
participation is likely to be increased. 


The improvement in status of health and 
nutrition of children is reflected in the 
health parameters of the state as per 
the National Health and Family Survey 
(3) findings. The Infant Mortality rate for 
West Bengal has come down to 51 per 
1000 children and is much below the 
National average of 66 in 2001. 


Health Indicators 

Children breast-fed within one hour of 
birth are 2496. Children fully immunized 
in age 12 to 23 months were 64.3% in 
2005 as compared to 34.2% only in 
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4992-93. The proportion of children who 
have received BCG in age 12 to 23 
months has gone up to 90.1% in 2005 
from 63.1% in 1992-93. The proportion 
of children of age 6-35 months who are 
anaemic has been reduced to 69.4% in 
2005 from 78.3% in 1998-99. The 
vaccination coverage has increased to 
64% as compared to only 34% in 1992-

In 2006, the number of Single Teacher 
Schools went down to 3.40% from 
5.14% in 2005.

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Specific Problems of Inter-district

With respect to supply of school places, 
students' enrolment and participation, 
there аге inter-district variations іп 
infrastructure with respect to supply of 
schools, enrolment and retention of 
children. 


While the ratio of Primary to Upper 
Primary Schools is very adverse in 
Cooch  Behar,  Jalpaiguri, 
Bankura, Uttar Dinajpur and Malda, the 
other districts are more near the state 
average of 5.32. The infrastructure of 
schools also varies a lot, with Purulia 
having only 78.8296 Upper Primary 
Schools with girls' toilet, Birbhum having 
74.59% against State average of 
94.71%.

The Out-of-School-Children are above 1 
lakh in Murshidabad, Malda and Uttar 
Dinajpur. 


The proportion of single teacher schools 
is high in Purulia and Malda. The 
student enrolment shows that a large 
number of children are still outside 
School or EGS centre in 24 South 
Parganas, Burdwan, Malda, 
Murshidabad, Purulia, Uttar Dinajpur 
and Jalpaiguri. A good proportion of 
these are SC, ST and minority 
populations. There is problem of many 
of the children of SC and ST 
communities being first generation 
learners who do not get congenial 
environment for study nor do they get 
educational guidance from their family. 
[See Table 13 in Annex |] 
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The districts of Bankura and Purulia 
show greater gender disparity than the 
State average and are considered for 
special focus. 58 educationally 
backward blocks have been identified in 
10 districts of the state for direct 


interventions under NPEGEL and 
KGBV. These districts are Birbhum, 
Bankura, South 24 Parganas, 
Jalpaiguri, Uttar Dinajpur, Malda, 
Purulia, Siliguri, North 24 Parganas and 


Paschim Medinipur.

Special strategies to cover inter- 
district difficulties 


Any strategy for development ог 
education has to be strongly linked with 
overall socio-economic development, 
which the education scenario cannot 
alter. The special focus on certain areas 
of West Bengal is, therefore, the main 
strategy for overall development. 


These special focus strategies are 
either based on territorial region, district, 
block based and village or community - 
SC/ST, Minorities etc. Among these 
reference to gender remains the 
common element so that gender 
equality is not lost sight of in the special 


focus. Certain regions of West Bengal 
require special focus for 
development. These regions are the 
North Bengal districts, the red laterite 
soil area of western districts and the 
Sundarban regions. Hence, separate 
authorities have been established for 
overall development of these regions 
with education development as a key 
agenda. For development of North 
Bengal the Uttar Banga Unnayan 
Parishad was formed in 1999 with Chief 
Minister as the Chairman to look after 
development of North Bengal districts of 
Malda, Uttar Dinajpur, Dakshin Dinajpur, 
Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling, Cooch Behar. 
Another authority by the name of 
Paschimanchal Unnayan Parishad 


overal 
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was established to pay special attention 
to overall development of 54 blocks of 5 
districts of Paschim Medinipur, Bankura, 
Purulia, Birbhum and Burdwan. The 
Paschim Banga Unnayan Parishad 
focuses on land reclamation and 
development of irrigation facilities in 
comparatively less agriculturally 
developed areas of West Bengal so that 
the socio-economic condition of forest 
dwelling tribals can improve. 


Then there is (һе Sundarban 
Development Board, which pays special 
attention to 19 blocks of North 24 
Parganas and South 24 Parganas as 
their blocks have special problems due 
to their location in Sundarban forest 
area. 


The district approach is based on 
selection of certain backward districts of 
West Bengal by Government of India 
and direct flow of funds to districts for 
special focus on development. The 
districts covered are Purulia, Jalpaiguri, 
Paschim Medinipur, South 24 Parganas, 
Birbhum, Bankura, Uttar Dinajpur and 
Dakshin Dinajpur. Each district gets Rs. 
45 crores in 3 years for overall 
development under RSVY. 


The block approach is selecting average 
of 58 educationally backward blocks 
under NPEGEL and KGBV and the 
target is gender disparity and SC/ST 
minority population. 


The village-based approach is unique to 
West Bengal as the State Government 
took initiative to identify 4612 backward 
villages based on 2001 census data. 
The criteria of selection of village were 
female literacy below 30% and low 
employment opportunity. Under this 
approach, village-based micro plans are 
prepared to focus on education, health, 
nutrition, road ^ connectivity апа 
community development. The largest 
number of these villages are in Purulia 
994, Uttar Dinajpur 760, Malda 602, 
Bankura 569, Paschim Medinipur 638, 
Murshidabad 242, Birbhum 218 and 
Dakshin Dinajpur 184. The interventions 
in these villages include building of 
ICDS centres, EGS centres, schools; 
self-help groups, immunization, roads 
and irrigation sources. 


Special Measures to be Launched to 
Enhance Participation of 
Traditionally Excluded Groups, 
Minorities and Children with Special 
Needs 


The special measures under different 
strategies targeting specific areas and 
excluded groups would continue. The 
KGBV programme will be expanded and 
operationalization of more KGBV will be 
done. 5 new KGBVs will be opened. 
The Community Mobilization efforts with 
local bodies will be stepped up so that 
each block has a specific plan of action. 
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The children with special need are 
studying with normal children in school. 
Of the 1,65,000 identified СУ/5М 
1,16,000 have been admitted in school. 
Special educators are helping them to 
cope with school education and pick up 
the learning to match other children. 


Incentive Schemes - Construction 
and Expansion — with Emphasis on 
MDM 


The incentives for school going children 


are provided in the form of free textbook 
for Primary schools and Mid-day meal. 
The mid-day meal will be extended to 
Secondary level in 58 educationally 
backward blocks in 2007-2008 in 10 
districts. At present, the mid-day meal 
programme covers 69808 schools and 
EGS centres and provides nutrition to 
91,95,381 students enrolled therein. 
The norms of cooking cost, calorie value 
and protein content of Mid-Day Meal are 
given in Table 4.6.

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EDUCATION OF GIRLS AND GENDER EQUITY 


West Bengal has female literacy rate of 
60.2% and the overall literacy rate is 
69.2% (Census 2001). The sex ratio for 
West Bengal in 2001 census has 
become 934 and improved from 917 in 
1991. It is now slightly higher than the 
National sex ratio of 933. The trend is 
healthy. 


As a positive feature, sex ratio in the 
age group 0-6 years for West Bengal as 
per the census 2001 is 963 as 
compared to all-India figures of 927. 
While there is an alarming decrease in 
the sex ratio in this age group all over 
India and especially, Northern India, the 
position in West Bengal is one of the 
best sustained effort in India. This is an 
outcome in favour of the females. 


The literacy rate for females improved 


. considerably from 1991 to 2001 with an 


increase of 13.696, which is more than 
general increase in the total literacy of 
11.5%. District like Coochbehar and 
Dakshin Dinajpur recorded 
increase of females by more than 20% 
and in Jalpaiguri, Murshidabad, Malda, 
Darjeeling, Nadia and Birbhum it is 
more than 15% rise from 1991 to 2001. 
The district of Uttar Dinajpur, where 
female literacy rate is 31.43% (still 
lowest in West Bengal) has doubled its 
female literacy rate from 1991(15.41%).

Infrastructure Availability 


The number of students in school were 
125 Lakhs in 59376 schools in 2005. 
Status of school building improved with 
65.31% buildings being pucca in the 
state. The average number of 
classrooms in all schools went up to 
4.08 and student classroom ratio of 
schools is 51 per classroom for 


elementary level. The average number 
of teachers per school was 4.34 in 
2006. 


Teacher supply position improved over 
the years and pupil teacher ratio for 
Primary level is now 41 and for Upper 
Primary level it is 52. It has improved 
from PTR of 52 and 63 in 2000 for 
Primary and Upper Primary 
respectively. 


There are disparities in teacher supply 
position between districts and within 
schools. Also position of specialist 
teachers may be improved. The 
disparities are sought to be met by 
deploying Para-teachers. So far 45391 
Para-teachers have been recruited and 
the PTR has improved considerably 
However, there are still single teacher 
and two-teacher schools in Purulia. The 
number of single teacher schools is over 
400. The disparity is being reduced by - 
process of rationalizing the deployment 
of teachers.

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Special strategies adopted for inter- 
school and inter-district mismatch іп

Programmes for Improving Teachers’ 
Capacity  — Quantitative апа 
Qualitative Aspects 


No. of teachers at Primary level is 
1,58,001 and at Upper Primary level it is 
86,041. The overall pupil teacher ratio 
for Primary is near optimum at 41 and 
for Upper Primary, it is 52% as per DISE 
2006-2007. 


The qualitative aspect of improving 
teacher capacity is by training of 
teachers. A two-day module of training 
has been chosen. The module has been 
prepared by West Bengal Board of 
Primary Education for Primary teachers 
and by West Bengal Board of 
Secondary Education for Upper Primary 
teachers. The training is done in 
cascade mode with key resources 
persons being trained at State Head 
Quarter who, in turn, train teachers at 
the district and block levels. [See Table 
12 in Annex |] 


The components of training vary from 
community mobilization, gender, IED to 
use of teaching-learning materials, 
pedagogy etc. 


Apart from this, the Para-teachers are 
trained for 20 days on concepts of 
teaching use of TLM, Pedagogy etc. 
Teachers' training in 2006-2007 is 80%. 


Apart from regular training of teachers 
of Upper Primary schools, which were 
provided with computers, they have 
been given computer training for 15 
days. 


Teacher support system has been 
created through DIETs, CLRCs and 
CRCs. There are 16 DIETs, 291 CRCs 
and 975 CLRCs in West Bengal. These 
are acting as resource centres for 
teachers; providing training and other 
support to teachers. The community and 
Panchayat Raj Institutions are actually 
involved in functioning of CRCs and 
CLRCs. The academic programmes of 
the DIETs are being planned and 
supervised by SCERT. SCERT is also 
helping different Boards in their teacher 
orientation programmes. [See Annex 111 
for further details.] 

The state has been following a policy of 
free textbook distribution to all Primary 
School students since1978. For Upper 
Primary also SC/ST and Girls get free 
textbooks. 
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All schools are provided TLM support 
under SSA. The use of TLM increased 
in 2006-2007. TLM competitions were 
held. Teacher Education Programme 
through distance and open learning 
mode is not there, as the regular B.Ed. 
Courses are there. It is felt that the 
interventions required in classrooms can 
only be learnt by direct teaching and 
interactive method and not by open or 
distance learning method.

At the 
primary level, due to implementation of 
CCE, there is no detention policy.

EDUCATION OF ADOLESCENTS AND YOUNG 


PEOPLE 


The population of adolescents and 
youth in age group 10 to 19 in West 
Bengal is approximately 1,68,00,000 as 
per 2001 census. The programmes 
focusing on them are the Secondary 
education, adult literacy and vocational 
training. National Child Labour Project 
(NCLP) targets the lowest of 12 to 14 
years. There are 344 of Child labour 
schools already established. In age 
group of 10 to 15, there is a higher 
tendency to drop out and do labour as 
the body becomes able and socio- 
economic pressure compel a child to 
labour. 


The Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan focuses on 
drop-outs at Upper Primary level and 
the EGS centres cater to Upper Primary 
drop-outs. The Panchayat and Rural 
Development Department has, through 
its- Madhyamik- Shiksha Kendras, 
(MSKs), tried to bring the adolescents in 
fold of basic education. There are 1593 
MSKs covering 2,09,360 children. This 
programme has been appreciated all 
over India. The open schools target the 


adolescent age groups and Rabindra 
Mukta Vidyalaya (RMV) has enrolled 
34,632 in 823 centres. 


The Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya is also 
an opportunity for learning for the out-of- 
school adolescents. There are 15 state 
aided Universities in West 
Calcutta University, Jadavpur, Kalyani, 
Bardwan, Rabindra Bharati, Vidyasagar, 
North Bengal, Bengali Engineering and 
University, West Bengal 
University of Technology, Netaji Subhas 
Open University. There are 479 colleges 
in West Bengal. Further in 2005-2006, 
the government has approved 
establishment of 10 new general degree

ADULT LITERACY AND LIFELONG 


LEARNING 


Literacy rate in West Bengal has always 
been higher than the all-India average 
and West Bengal is ranked 6th among 
the major states. The literacy rate in 
West Bengal is 69.296 as per 2001 
census. It has improved by 11.8% 
during the last decade. In 1991 the 
literacy rate was 57.796. While rural 
literacy is still lower than literacy in 


urban areas, yet it has improved more 
rapidly in recent past. 


The district-wise literacy picture shows 
that literacy is highest in Kolkata at 


.81.396 followed by North 24 Parganas 


(78.5%), Howrah (77.6%) and Hugli 
(78.5%). The lowest literacy rate is in 
Uttar Dinajpur 48.6%, Malda 50.7%, 
Murshidabad 55% and Purulia 56.1%.

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It is encouraging to note that the largest 
improvements in literacy in the past 
decade have been in some of the 
relatively backward districts. Тһе 
decadal increase is highest in Dakshin 


Dinajpur, which shows a 25.2% change 


over decade as literacy improved to 
64.5% from previous rate of 49.3%. 
Female literacy has improved by 27.2% 
in Dakshin Dinajpur in the last decade. 
Similarly in Cooch Bihar literacy 
improved by 21.4% and female literacy 
improved by 23.7%.

Strategies for Achieving the Over-All 
Goal of Universal Literacy 


As part of strategies for achieving over- 
all goal of universal literacy, the post- 
literacy programme, continuing 
education programme and project for 
eradication of residual illiteracy are 
going on in the state in different districts 
as per the literacy levels. 

Project for eradication of residual 
illiteracy is going on in Malda, Birbhum, 
Jalpaiguri, Paschim Medinipur, Purulia, 
Uttar Dinajpur, Bankura and 
Murshidabad. Continuing education 
programme is going on in all the 19 
districts of the state from 2002-03 to 
2004-05. Rs. 476.08 lakh were spent 
in this programme in West Bengal from 
2002-03 to 2004-05. 


Specific strategies are being worked out 
to improve the situation with respect to 
gender disparities as well as literacy 
among special groups. 


The specific strategies to reduce gender 
disparities and enhance literacy among 
Special groups include the programme 
for eradication of residual illiteracy has 
been taken up in the districts of Malda, 


Birbhum, Jalpaiguri, Paschim Medinipur, 
Purulia, Uttar Dinajpur, Bankura and 
Murshidabad. 


These are the districts identified as 
backward in literacy and also have large 
concentration of SC/ST and minorities. 
They also account for larger gender gap 
in the state regarding literacy. 


The female literacy rate is below 50% in 
five districts namely, Malda (41.7%), 
Murshidabad (48.3%), Bankura (49.8%), 
Purulia (37.2%) and Uttar Dinajpur 
(37.2%) and all these are covered by 
programme for eradication of residual 
illiteracy. 

Apart from this a unique strategy has 
been initiated by state Government by 
identifying 4612 backward villages in the 
state for special focus of development. 


Since literacy and education are related 
to overall development in the region, it is 
too much to expect that literacy can 
improve in a region without changing 
the overall income levels and socio- 
economic conditions. On this front a 
village-targeted approach with specific 
micro-plan for each village has been 
initiated to target female illiteracy and 
unemployment. The main basis of 
selection of these villages is female 
literacy below 30% and high- 
unemployed rates. 
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These villages are spread over the 18 


districts and overall development 
programme with special emphasis on 
education, health, literacy, self-help 
groups, road connectivity and drinking 
water has been taken up in these 


villages based on micro-plan. 


Apart from this, the National Rural 
Employment Guarantee Programme 
and Rastriya Sama Vikas Yojana 
(RSVY) in certain backward districts is 
likely to boost overall development in 
these backward districts and thereby 
improve literacy levels. Under the Sarva 
Shiksha Abhiyan many districts with low 
level of literacy are being targeted as 
special focus districts and they coincide 
with low literacy districts of Purulia, 
Bankura, Uttar Dinajpur, Malda and 
Murshidabad. То prevent illiteracy 
special focus on female education has 
given 58  Educationally 
backwards blocks of West Bengal in 10 
districts of Purulia, Bankura, Uttar 
Dinajpur, Malda, Murshidabad, South 24 
Parganas, Paschim Medinipur, Birbhum, 
North 24 Parganas and Darjeeling.

These blocks are being provided with 
Kasturba Gandhi- Balika- Vidyalaya— 
hostels and the National Programme for 
Education of Girls at Elementary Level 
(NPEGEL) is going on. The state has 
set up a separate department Тог 


development of its Western region 
comprising 54 blocks in five districts. 
The stress is on improving low literacy 
levels and overall development 
scenario. Also for special focus on North 
Bengal districts, the North Bengal 
Development Council is stressing on 


overall socio-economic development 
that will ultimately improve literacy, 
education and health and income 
indicators. 

The community empowerment 
programme for establishing self-help 
groups has achieved remarkable 


success in West Bengal with the state 
having formed 256377 savings linked 
Self-Help Groups, out of which 157356 
SHGs were credit linked till November 
2006. These credits linked SHGs are 
under Swarnajoyanti Gramin Swarojgar 
Yojana. Majority of this self-help group 
are women groups. Number of women 
groups is 125118 under SGSY. This 
group has been formed since 1999 
under Swaranajoyanti Grameen 
Swarojgar Yojana. 


The self-help groups have received a 
special boost since separate ministry for 
focus оп -self-help group has been 
formed in 2006. This speaks volumes 
about the achievements in self-help 
groups and self-employment generation. 
The ministry is named the Ministry of 
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Self-Help Group and Self-Employment 
with a lady as its Minister. 


The qualitative performance of these 
groups is good as 104478 groups have 
passed  grade-| of  Swaranajoyanti 
Grameen Swarojgar Yajona Grading 
and 20299 of these, 104478 groups had 
been promoted to grade - Il. 


The cash credit sanctioned for 63600 
groups was Rs.18730 lakhs. Actual 
cash disbursed was Rs.15598 lakhs to 
79000 groups. The highest number of 
self-help groups is in districts. of 
Paschim Medinipur (19113), followed by 
Jalpaiguri (15300), Purba Medinipur 
(12572), Purulia (11695), Bankura 
(1477) and North 24 Parganas (11899). 
The number of self help groups under 
SGSY has increased many fold from 
3314 1999-2000 to 
171384.The adult literacy rates as per 
NSS in 1999-2000 showed 2796 of 
households in rural areas and 12% of all 


recorded in 


households in urban areas did not have 
any literate adult (15 years and above). 
The number of households without any 
female adult literate was 51% for rural 
areas and 3196 for urban areas. The 
literacy rates of SC, ST and Minority 
community in rural areas show they 
have lagged behind the state average. 


In this purpose the post literacy and 
Continuing Education Programme are 
running in all the19 districts. The 
programme has 29206 CECs with 45.26 
lakh learners. The Continuing Education 
Programme focuses on Education and 


vocational training. The individual 
interest promotion programmes and 
income generating schemes аге 


covered by it. 


The number of Education instructors in 
the Continuing Education Programme is 
48768. They are giving education to 
neo-literates who are continuing their 
education.

CONCLUSION: OUTLOOK FOR ACHIEVING 


EFA GOALS 


Education has been a priority in West 
Bengal from pre-independence times 
since West Bengal was one of the 
pioneers in the movement of education 
for all children. The emphasis on 
education of girls took root first in West 
Bengal when Pandit Ishwar Chandra 
Vidyasagar led the movement for 
education and schools for girls were 
established across the state of Bengal 
in 19" Century. The first Indian woman 
to graduate was from Bengal. 


The State has maintained the tradition 
ever since and education for all is a 
prime goal in the context of all sections 
of society and for both genders. 


In West Bengal the goals of education 
for all are being achieved through the 
administrative structure of five 
ministries. All these ministries are 
related to education but are separated 
for ensuring а better focus and 
emphasis on the separate fields of 
School Education, Higher Education, 


Technical Education, Mass Education 
апа Madrasah Education. There is a 
separate ministry of School Education 
looking after all matters related to 
School Education. 


The Ministry of Higher education is 
related to college level and University 
education. 


The Ministry of Technical Education is 
looking after training 
institutes and technical education. 


vocational 


The Ministry of Mass Education looks 
after literacy and adult education. The 
Ministry of Minority Development and 
Welfare and Madrasah Education has 
been formed as independent Ministry 
recently to look after education in 
Madrasahs. 


These set up of Ministries are assisted 
by Directorate of School Education, 
Directorate of Technical Education and 
Training апа different autonomous 
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Councils and Boards. These Boards / 
Council have Statutory authority and 
responsibility іп academic’ matters 
including external exams. West Bengal 
has a separate Board for Primary 
Education called the West Bengal Board 
of Primary Education and a separate 
Board for Secondary Education by 
name of West Bengal Board of 
Secondary Education. The West Bengal 
Board of Madrasah Education takes 
care of the Madrasah part schooling 
system. Apart from that there is the 
West Bengal Higher Secondary Council. 
West Bengal Council of Rabindra Mukta 
Vidyalaya (The State Open School) is 
functioning as another statutory body for 
‘reaching the unreached'. In addition the 
Department of Women апа Child 
Development and Social Welfare look 
after the Early Childhood Care and 
Education Part through ICDS centers. 


The Government of West Bengal has 
formed the Ministry for Self Help Groups 
and Self Employment to pay special 
attention to these concerns. 


In West Bengal, there are 50255 
Primary and 11440 Upper Primary 
Schools (Ав per-submission of DISE- 
200-06). The enrolment at Elementary 
level is 142 lakhs including the EGS 
Centres. To universalize elementary 
education apart from schools and 
Madrashas, EGS Centres named as 


Shishu Shiksha Kendras under 
Panchayat and Rural Development 
Department and Sishu Shiksha 


Prakalpas are run by Director of local 
bodies. This takes care of the 
educational institutions’ infrastructure. 


The quality aspect requires stress on 
focusing on learning outcomes of 
children and improving -quality of 
teachers. The role of teachers has come 
into sharp focus, as they are the main 
institutions of learning. The training of 
teachers has been a major strategy to 
enhance the capacity to teachers. Apart 
from that, the Curriculum and Teaching- 
Learning Materials are essential factors 
for quality of education. 


Given its history of starting early girls' 
education, the gender gap is almost 
non-existent in education in West 
Bengal. This is also reflected in the sex 
ratio of the State, which is one of the 
highest in the country. Yet there are 
pockets where gender is an issue and 
enrolment of girls is lower than for boys 
and also the literacy levels for females 
show a major gap when compared to 
the male literacy levels. These are being 
focused on at all levels of education 
from pre-school to — elementary, 
secondary and higher education. 


The Education for All goals are so inter- 
related with and dependent on socio- 
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economic development that strict time- 
frame cannot be set for the same. The 
education for all cannot be achieved 
merely by creating infrastructure 
because the compelling socio-economic 
circumstances may force children to 
stay at home or do labour at home or 
outside or migrate with the family from 
place to place. = 


Under these conditions, the State of 
West Bengal is striving hard to achieve 
the Education For All goals to the best 
of its financial capacity and resources 
and we can hope that by 2015, the 
dream of education for all can be 
achieved as per Dakar declaration.

Role of SCERT (West Bengal) and DIETs in 
identifying weak spots in access, spreading 
awareness about Science and Values and 
enhancing quality of teaching learning 4. 


During the last few years SCERT (WB) 
has launched several well-designed 
programmes covering the areas mentioned 
above. The following projects deserve to 
the noted: 


1. Comprehensive surveys аге being 
made regarding problems of access, 
specially in disadvantaged areas of the 
state like 5 (five) blocks of the district of 
Jalpaiguri and two other blocks in the 
Sundarban areas. 


2. Awareness programme on population 
issued based on the theory suggested 
by the NCERT in its teachers' handbook 
in 2004 was made throughout the state 
by providing guidelines for well 
designed, value based co-curricular 
activities. The feedback report received 
from schools and Madrasahs are quite 
satisfactory. As required by NCERT, the 
handbook has been translated into 
Bengali with the help of experts and has 
been published, if few workshops for 
orientation of teachers іп several 6. 
districts меге also successfully 
organized. All these programmes were 
planned and directed by the state- level — 
NPEP Advisory Board. 


3. Elaborate arrangement was made in all 
the parts of the state to observe the 
international year of Physics, 2005. The 
participation and respoOnse of the 


students and the teachers have been 
really impr4esive. 


Under the guidance of the NPEP 
Advisory Board, Population week from 
12" to 17" July 2005 was observed in 
all the schools and Madrasahs of the 
state. The programme was initiated with 
a valuable seminar addressed by the 
then school education minister Sri Kanti 
Biswas, former central education 
minister Dr. Pratap Chandra Chundra, 
Women’s’ Commission's member Prof. 
Malini Bhattacharya, among others. In 
the next year population trimester was 
observed in the later part of 2006. 


A teacher orientation manual in Bengali 
for Lifestyle education the value-based 
part was prepared and published. For 
the physiological | component of 
adolescence education, a graded 
syllabus was prepared with the help of 
experts for incorporation in the life 
science paper for classes VIII to X. This 
was done in terms of recommendations 
of the West Bengal School Education 
Comm. (2001-03), which were accepted 
by the SED, GoWB. 


A very useful package of radio broad 
casting materials (CDs) were prepared 
through a series of workshops for. 
orientation of- English Language 
teachers at the primary and upper 
primary levels. This programme has 
actually been broadcast from the 
Kolkata and Siliguri stations of All India 
Radio for seven weeks. SCERT 
received several letters and 
communications appreciating the 
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programme and requesting for similar 
programmes in future. Most of these 
responses came from the learners of 
Rabindra Mukta Vidyalaya (State Open 
School). Preparing similar packages for 
the other subjects of school curriculum 
have been planned.. 


The SCERT has prepared quite 
interesting and valuable guidebook on 
‘Learning Science though Activities’ 
(Kajer Majhe Bijnan). This book was 
placed before the teachers іп 
workshops organized in seven districts. 
The teachers response was quite 
encouraging. The general opinion was 
that this method can very well by 
applied in classroom teaching and is 
expected to yield. good result. On the 
basis of suggestion emerging out of the

deliberation the book has been modified 
and published. 


Drafting of a similar guidebook on 
‘learning Mathematics through Activities’ 
has been finalized a few days back. It is 
hoped to be published in the next 
financial year. 


The SCERT has undertaken a project of 
comprehensive survey of various 
aspects of mid day meal in primary 
schools in 11 districts. This is being 
conducted by the DIETs under SCERT's 
supervision. 


A few other proposals have been sent 
to the State Government seeking 
approval for the coming financial year. 
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
